Id giving to tho people of the Main- 
land a very proper admonition to quali- 
fy themselves for voting at the noxt 
election by having their names placed 
on the regiater, our New Woutminster 
cotemporary indulges in remarks whiob 
•we would fain hopo aro uot tbo result 
of that calm reflection wbioh should 
guido tho pen in each matters — remarks 
the foil import aad tondoncy of which 
could scarcely have been well ooneidor- 
ed. In the early part of tho article al- 
luded to tho people aro urged to tho duty 
of registering, " in order that tho bcBt 
mon (or the general well-being may be 
Bent to tho iocal Parliament.'* To this 
no exception can be takon. Indeed no 
sounder sentiment could well be BDon> 
c/ated. But, looking down tho article, 
wo find in grim and painful contrast 
with it the following:— "Yory good mon 
tnay offer thomselvos as candidates for 
i oar suffrages, bnt unless they are 
Mainlanders to tho back-bono thoy aro 
• worso than useloss. Our represontatires 
must go to support our interests and 
those alone.'' Without attempting to 
reconoilo tho glaring contradiction which 
wo havotakon tho liborty to italicise, we 
would a6k oar contemporary to consider 
for a momont tho inevitable tendoncy 
of tho sentiment convoyed in tho latter 
extract. British Columbia has been divid- 
ed into electoral districts in such a way 
as to give the mainland thirteen, repre- 
sentatives in a Legislature composed of 
twenty-five members. At tho first blush 
this may seem favorable to the Mainland 
for tho purpose oi muking war against 
Vancouver Island. Thirteon to twelve 
is odds, it is truo ; but it mast bo ad- 
mitted that the odds is very small. Bat, 
in such' a fratricidal war, is our contem- 
porary quite certain that the thirteon 
from the Mainland will bo a unit, as 
against the twelve of the Island 1 The 
defection of only one would turn tho 
scales and givo the odds to Vancouver 
Island, and then our contemporary might 
have occasion to rogrot tho war ho htid 
foolishly and, aB we think, gratuitously 
provoked. Wo will go further, and 
Buggest for tho consideration of our 
contemporary the unreasonableness of 
expecting all the thirteen Mainland mem- 
bers to be rotarned on tho sootional 
war ticket. What sympathy, for in- 
stance, can suoh constituencies as Curl 
boo and Kootenay have iu common 
with Now Wostminstor, should tho last 
named district make the mistoko of 
committing itself to suoh an issue 1 
The interests of both of theso districts 
are chiefly of a commercial and mining 
character ; and it will iicarcely bo 
questioned that in both of theso ; especi 
ally the former, thoy are more closely 
indentified with Victoria than they 
possibly can bo with New Westminster. 
Indoed, it is extremely problematic as 
to whether any one of the other consti, 
tuencies on the Mainland would bo 
disposed to ally itself with that of Now 
Westminster in a foolish and suioidul 
war against Viotorin. It appears to 
bo morally certain that they would not 
all do so ; and we would ask our con- 
temporary to consider how far the at 
tempt toeommit the important district of 
New WostmiiiRtor to a course aguinut ths 
buocess of which the odds is so great,oan 
be justified. Having n-gard'd tho subject 
from the lower stand-point of policy — 
of mero expediency, let us endi avour to 
look at it from the more elevated One of 
loyalty and patriotism. If thore over 
was a period in the history of British 
Columbia when tho patriotism of 
ite pcoplo waB uppealod to 
it is assuredly the present, 
This Colony is outering upon a new 
career ; nud it rests with tho people to 
- say whether that career shall bo a 
glorious or an ignoble one. Having 
cast off tho rod -tape and sealing-wax of 
Downing-slreoi, it is launching out 
upon the sea of political liborty and sell- 
government. The ship is, indeed, a 
noblo and a welUtried one; but it has 
somo dangerous breakers and criticul 
navigation bef'oro it. Is this a time 
for the officers and crew to fall into 
paltry disputation, to quarrol over tho 
dry bonos of dead politioal issaos 1 Shall 
tho crow mutiny before over tho stately 
ship has left the harbour ? It occurs to 
us to a.<k our up river contemporary 
why it is that he dtsiras to fevivo sec- 
tional issues at the very momont whon 
it is tho duty and tho common interest 
of all to rise above these? Why should 
tho distinction button the Island and 
the Mainland be revived now? VVo hud 
hoped that it would have been bui iod 
with the Bystom whioh gavo it birth. 
Viotoriu seems to bo to our contempor- 
ary vory much what a red blanket is to 
a Spanish bul 1 . We beg to assure the 
peoplo of the Maluland, and none more 
than tho people of New Westmiusior , 
that there is no desiro on the part of this 
community or on tho part of Vancouvor 
Island to do thorn tho slightest injustice. 
The general deeire is to let ull old eeotioual 
iBBUes die with u departing system, and 
unite in one common effort, without distinct- 
ion as, .to creed, birth or locality, 
to place" ttiis magnificent Colony in its 
true position as the Pacific Province of the 
jjoiniuion ; and wo uro freu to ooufoHU that 
unlcsathe whole people of the United Colony, 
without distinction us to Itio Mainland, and 
leUud, aro prepared to come to iho work ol 
eel! government iu tine spirit, iho proapect ol 
working out Ilopooniblo Uovernmoiii in the 
intercut of thu Colony ita a whole is nono ol 
tho brightest. Wu would, therefore, submit 
whether our contemporary would uot heller 
dlnobarne thu imporiant function* of brig 
oalllng by ediioaiioj, public opinion up to tbo 
higher, and more naiional standard ol colon- 
ial duty thau to seek to bbi tho various aao- 
fcions by tho oure at a timo when hurmony of 
fading and unity ol action uru iudiapouaablu 
conditions to suueeus, ,

of his new appointment in British Guiana. 
A residence of scarcely more than twelve 
months has sufficed to make this community 
feel that tho Colony sustains a sovoro loss in 
the departure of Mr Phillippo. It is the lot 
of but few publio men to find their services 
and abilities more promptly recognized than 
has been the case in the prcsont instance. Mr 
Phillippo's brief official counection with '.his 
colony has covored a period well calculated 
to put his ability to the severest test ; and tho 
many Acts which ho leaves as o monument 
of his labors ottost his fitness for tho import 
tant emergency. British Columbia may, indeed, 
consider herself singularly fortnuatoio this re- 
spect. But while tho public have not been 
slow to recognize tho ability and appreciate 
the services of Mr Phillippo, they will bo suM- 
ciently selfish to rouard his departure with 
deep regret. The forensic acumon and judici- 
ous statesmanship which have beon so inin 
ponant in tho;work of creating the machinery 
essential to the new state of political exist- 
ence would have been no lesB • valuable in 
working out tho now system ; and it must be 
a matter of universal regret that Mr Phillippo 
could not have remained at tho holm at least 
for a year or two' until ' prentice hands ' had 
acquired more experience. But it must notjbo 
forgotten that Ihe Colony's loss is his gain. 
We congratulate him up deserved promotion, 
and assure him that ho will carry with him to 
his now sphero and higher work the best 
wishes of tho people of British Columbia.
